Frank %Aguayo, a Spnnish-American 
living on the banks of, the Rio Hondo, 
a branch of tho San Gabriel river north 
of El Monte, was tried before Justice 
of tho Peace Stafford in Covina on 
Wednesday, charged with tho theft of 
two fumigating tents from tho Housor- 
Ohaver Fumigating Company of Covi- 
•na. Aguayo is woll known In Covina, 
where ho nnd his - brothers went to 
school. 


Aguayo was arrested by Consto,blo 
Saunders after Constable Burdick of 
El Monto had discovered that the* two 
tents were at Aguayo's place on tho 
rivor. Saundors and J. Frank Ohavor 
went to the placej whore Ohavor iden­ 
tified tho tents as the property of tho 
company. 
Tho prisoner was charged 
with petty lurceny to tho amount of 
$40 worth of goods, and his trial was 
prosecuted by Deputy District Attornoy 
Glover. Tho man's attorneys wero W. 
E. Ferguson and W. C. Atchison of El 
Monte and Los Angeles, 


The trial lasted practically all tho 
afternoon of Wednesday. The jury was 
prompt in releasing Aguayo front tho 
charge, ns the prosecution had failed 
entirely to connect him with tho theft, 
It was maintained by witnesses for tho 
defense that Aguayo had found tho 
tents by the side of the rivor, aftor 
they luul aporently flouted down tho 
river in un oil-barrel. 


Although, Aftuayo was acquitted of 
the charge, there was*' of course no 
boubt hut that someone had stolen tho 
tents, which .Ohavor olainiod had been 
left at the ranch of S. 0. Topi I ft in 
Irwindnle, from which plnco they dis­ 
appeared. The jury believed that tho 
ovidonce did not connect Agunyo with 
tho orime.

Tho terms, of Mr. Beard- 
sley, Mr. Watts,and Mr. Fabrlck ex­ 
pire, leaving Mr. Wilson and Mr. Harris 
as holdovers. All preparations for tho 
bond election, including every stop in 
the procedure, has been carefully and 
legally made, and the now board can 
proceed without embarrassment or de­ 
lay.

The problems are inter-state, and can best be dealt with by national au­ 
thority in cooperation with all the states directly affected, all contributing to 
the expense in such proportions as are just and wise—-or perhaps possible—in 
each case. 
This state is cooperating with the United States in that manner In 
dealing with our own flood problem. 


It has become evident that probably for our entire future flood problems 
will exist which will involve formidable works and large expenditure, state, 
national and local. The treatment of the largest muBt he cooperative, and the 
general government is the natural leader. 


The house of representative!, therefore, has acted wisely in creating a 
standing committee on flood control, and we predict that It will become one of 
the busiest of the house committees.—San FranciBco Chronicle.

It iBimorb difficult 
to define than either, and since a t is 
depemlont upon a social setting and a 
time and place, thore is little lit'eraturo 
about comody to be found, partly be­ 
cause what may be excellent comedy to­ 
day may have no appeal whatever to­ 
morrow. Comedy appeals preeminently; 
to the intellect, 
ehile farce and trag­ 
edy appeal to the emotions. Tragedy 
may make you think next day, but 
comedy stimulates your mind 
during 
the performance." Farce and melodrama' 
do not make us think at all. For these 
reasons .comedy is safest from moving 
picture directors, and in it lies'tho fu 
ture hope for spoken drama, which, it 
cannot be denied, has been so seriously 
hurt by the photoplay. Tho arts are 
distinctly 
separate, 
both 
wonderful 
and interesting, but Miss Hunt wa« 
firmly of the opinion that a separate 
place for each should be found. 


Miss Hunt made no effort to quote 
from the late comedies, but took as il­ 
lustrations of her talk those of some 
yours ago. It occurs to one who follows 
tho stage at nil that the last 
play 
which Barrio, wrote for Maude Adnnuj 


which is a satire upon feminism and 
women's suffrage in particular, is a 
splendid example of th^e fact that com­ 
edy is dependent upon time and place. 
jThe lines are exceedingly clever, but 
the play was popular only in the most 
conservative 
cities, and nothing can 
prevail upon Miss Adams to appear in 
the play in California. 
It is neither 
the time ndr is California the place to 
mako fun of suffrago no matter how 
clover the play arid wonderful the act­ 
ress. 


The following are a few of the sub­ 
j e c t s with which high comedy deals: 
politics, tho very rich or vory poor, 
religious and social conflicts, as in 
" T h e Servant in the House," differ­ 
ences between generations or between 
parents and-children. This latter con­ 
dition is brought about with amazing 
and complicated results among the im­ 
migrants whero tho children aro Amer­ 
icanized and tho parents cling to the 
customs of the old country. There they 
may have been model disciplinarians, 
but horo' it is pathetically true that 
their once obedient children learn to 
ridicule them and many of the cases of 
incorrigibles in court are duo directly 
to this state of affairs. A high comedy 
on' this subject would not, perhaps, 
offer us a solution, but it would at least 
sot us to thinking. 
This then is tho 
chief mission of comedy am' the stage 
jn this way has been able to accom­ 
plish much in molding tho thoughts of 
jtho people along social-science lines.

Dr. Baymond also gave much time 
to tell of the Betting of London life: 
He told of the city guilds, which for­ 
merly governed the city, but now had 
little power, but do, however, 
still 
elect the lord mayor, who lives in a 
great mansion house, whererhe, spends 
a large part of his time in lavish en­ 
tertainments. H e receives $50,000 a 
year while in office,'and on the ex­ 
piration of his term ris_ made an alder­ 
man with a salary of $25,000, spending 
most of his time afterward as he did 
while in office, entertaining in a large 
and beautiful mansion. There are four 
of these former,mayors at present living 
on public funds. 


The Bank of London was spoken of 
by Dr. Baymond, who told of.its great 
importance in handling the national 
debt, which at present i s . no -small 
amount. ' 


" I f the war lasts another 
year,'' 
said Dr. Raymond, " t h e interest alone 
will amount- to $600 a year for every 
adult.in the.country; As the average 
man in England does not* make this 
much in a year it would be an im­ 
possibility to meet it. 


England is, in a large degree, fi 
nancing the war for the allies, and 
the people of England must suffer. But 
as I have said, they, will be unable to 
pay, for they cannot pay that "which 
they do not have.'' 


The speaker expressed his belief that 
the whole matter would be finally set 
tied by repudiation of the debt. 


" I can see no justiflcation^ior under­ 
taking such, an enonnous debt, which 
will be left-for the following genera­ 
tions to p a y , " He said. 


He spoke very strongly against those 
who are making the war loans in Eng 
land. 


" I t is not patriotism which j» the 
incentive 
behind 
t,he 'loans 
which 
these money holders are making, for if 
it were, they would not charge such 
high rates of interest, which are, al­ 
most- twice what is paid in ordinary 
times of peace. 
They are making the 
loans merely as an investment."
